tions for expansion, then

can prevent war in any event. 


A showdown now will tell both 
sides how the land lies. If we arc 
to have peace, then we can get 
ahead with the rehabilitation

Until the 
war began few Canadians had any 
interest in Latin America or fell 
themselves bound to -the southern 
republics by any hemispheric tie.

Texas City, Tex., April 28 —(UP) 


— The toll of dead and missing in 
the Texas City disaster .stood at 733 
today following the announcement 
of 302 missing by the Department 
of Public Saftey Indeitification Bu- 
reau at Camp Wallace. 


Red Cross officials placed 
the 


total known dead in the explosion- 
fire disaster at 431 of which 337 
have been identified. 


However, 
authorities 
in Texas 
City believed there still may be 
some duplication in the 
list 
of 


missing persons and the 
bodies 


awaiting identification at the Camp 
Wallace morgue. 
Therefore, 
the 
count of missing was subject 
to 
revision. 


The list of missing persons was 
released by L. H. Arnett of the 
Department of Public Safety.

• Fair Trade and High Prices 


One factor seems generally 
to 
have been overlooked in all the ap- 
peals to manufacturers to cut pri- 
ces and reduce living costs. That is 
the right to fix retail prices which 
the majority of states grant many 
manufacturers. 


• That right dates back to the de- 
pression years. Price - cutting wars 
were on in many retail lines. They 
ruined numerous small businesses 
and sometimes cut the price - cut- 
ter's- own throat. In 1931 the Calif- 
ornia legislature passed a fair trade 
law which allowed certain manufac- 
turers to set the retail price of 
their products. Other states follow- 
\ ed salt. Now only Vermont, Mis- 
' souri, and Texas are without some 
such statute. 


The stales' right to permit a pro- 
ducer to fix specific or minimum 
relail figures was upheld by 
the 


XJ. S. Supreme Court in 1936. Jus- 
tice Sutherland, who wrote the de- 
1 cision in the test case, said this 
law neither gave a private person 
price - fixing powers nor the right 
Ho 
use compulsion. 
Howbver 


technically true that may be, the 
result was thai a manufacturer 
could say to the retailer in effect, 
"You don't have to buy my product, 
but if you do you must agree to 
sell it at my price." 


The small retailer and the manu- 


facturer liked this protection. 
'It 
permitted the former lo compete 
profitably with the chain stores in 
selling most trademarked goods. It 
a- oided cheapening a high - quality 
product on which a manufacturer 
had lavished high - powered adver- 
tising. Undoubtedly fair trade law's 
were a help at a time of depres- 
sed business conditions. 


Today, of course, the story 
is 


quite different. Many retailers want 
to cut prices even though it means 
cutting profit margins-. They want 
lo not only because many over-pri- 
ced items arc not selling, but also 
because they have good sense and 
what might be called economic pa- 
triotism. But cutting prices on goods 
protected by fair trade law* con- 
stitules an unfair trade practice 
and carries heavy penalties^. 


So prices, have stayed up and con- 


tinued to ris9, in spite of high pro- 
duction and increasing buyer resis- 
tance. Manufacturers' explanations 
of this state of affairs have 
not 
been entirely convincing. 


The peril of high prices has been 


pointed out repeatedly. B.il pleas 
for their reduction have generally 
gone unheeded. If no voluntary ac- 
tion is forthcoming soon, there are 
two possible but 
unsatisfactory 


remedies. Fair trade laws might 
be suspended temporarily, or price 


. controls might be reimposed. 
I 
. Any thought of reviving OPA is 
discouraging. Its peacetime opera- 
tion was inefficient and unpopular. 


The big difficulty in any action 


involving fair trade laws is 
that 


most stale legislatures will 
nol 


meet, again until January, 19-19. So 
special sessions would have to be 
called. 


Voluntary action by manufactur- 


ers-, w'ith an assist from the unions, 
would go far toward averting the 
threat of depression and 
casing 


•management - labor tensions. But 
if such action is not 'forthcoming 
soon, the stales may have to think 
seriously about amending their fair 
trade laws as a partial and imper- 
fect emergency measure.
